In response to the Office action dated November 8, 2002, please consider the following 
remarks. In view of these remarks, favorable reconsideration of the claims is earnestly 
requested. 

REMARKS 

Claims 1-10, 12-21, 23-25 and 27-30 1 are currently pending in the present application. 
Claims 1, 10, 20 and 25 are independent while dependent claims account for the remaining 
claims. The Office action dated November 8, 2002 rejected all of the pending claims. Claims 20 
and 25 were rejected under 35 U.S.C § 102(e) as being anticipated by Larson et al., U.S. Patent No. 
5,907,324. Claims 1 and 10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Larson in view of DeSimone et al, U.S. Patent No. 6,138,144. Claims 2-4, 7, 15, 17, 21 and 27
